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Conventional anti-dazzle rasters for tubular light sources, e.g., fluorescent bulbs, are 
typically [made] formed by two side pieces, e.g.. constructed of aluminum sheeting [and 
are constituted by two side pieces], generally of an arcuate profile, and by a plurality of 
transverse partitions mounted thereto via snap fit engagement with notches in the side 
pieces, [that] The side pieces are also generally parallel to and diverge from opposite 
[parts with respect] locations relative to the median plane in which the light source is 
situated [and by a plurality of transverse partitions mounted by means of a snap fit in 
appropriate notches provided in the side pieces. The] Such partitions often [may] have a 
V-shaped section with transverse flaps bent back towards the interior thereof for 
[stiffening purposes] added stiffness. Because these [These] partitions [have to] must be 
mounted on the side pieces, one at a time^ [on the side pieces of the raster, so that this 
type of) the anti-dazzle raster which results has been found [tends to be] relatively 
[costly] expensive .

In one embodiment, the raster preferably comprises two 
side pieces 1 constructed of a suitable material, e.g. , [made of] aluminum sheeting. [, 
while 2 indicates a] A modular element 2 is [made up] constructed of a [certain] selected 
number of parallel transverse partitions 3 a set a constant distance apart a and connected to 
each other by [means of] two bars 4. [The partitions] Partitions 3 and [the] bars 4 
[constitute] a re p referably f ormed i nto a s ingle p iece [ made] c onstructed o f a s elected 
plastic material, such as polycarbonate [for example], by [means of] injection molding or 
the like.

[With a view to permitting] To enable [the subsequent coupling of] several 
modules 2 [in order to realize] to be coupled to one another and, th ereby, achieve an anti z 
dazzle raster of [the] a desired length [and maintain], while maintaining the same 
distance between the partitions^ also at [the position of] the joint between two adjacent 
modules, [the] bars 4 project beyond the terminal partitions 3 of each module by a length 
equal to half the distance between two partitions. Advantageously, at the beginning of 
the projecting part of each bar 4 [there may be provided]* a tear-off line, indicated by 
reference number 9 in [Figure] FIG. 1, mav be provided in order to facilitate [the] 
removal of the projecting part of the bar [4] from the terminal modules of the raster [, 
thus permitting the] . This, in turn, permits application of a closure plug or some other 
accessory with equivalent functions. [In this way] Thereby, it is also possible to use a 
single modular element both as an intermediate module of the anti z dazzle raster and as a 
terminal module after the projecting ends of [the] bars 4 have been removed.
